Ii it 
of R re.t length, it i, »bly written, and wiih 
connitlerkble c«ndour ;— a donumcrit repre- 
eanting tha vie we of k great Ileoomin»tion, 
it htn the crtdil of reeiimininH full^ the co- 
eniitence and equal claims of other Chriktian 
bortiek. The hiod of ith.ool) to be eauMLghed, 
their maiikRcment.nid raotin*, ere points which 
cannot be determined by tbe inclination* of any 
one Church. If Chorchei, therefore, have any 
w«fr>i with ktk,te*roeB, they muit cgnient to 
consider nJCietj as it i», and to meiaare Iheir 
claim* fay some general ktnodkrd. Thin to a 
areal degree, the report of .the Church of Bne- 
Iknd Conferentf haa done. 

The evil* of the preaent nyktem are let out 
with great diktinctneaa. They ire au:h Af nul 
ever kri«a whir* a limiln educktimial policy 
eiiit,. Th* rival ucts eetablikh hoaiile acboole 
of inferior quality; tbey aet them up in the 
immediate vicinity of each other— one 
fa an a good router, mother a good «cho« t-Mom ; 
tfaa comihiMiionf room it empty, while the po- 
pular mtf.fr draws hin pupils into a place of 
phyticaJ torture. The denominktiorik get money 
from the State to build kchoolroomk with the 
intent ion of tiling; them »< placet of worthip, 
that in, under fklee pretences. . The children 
obtain not one hcur't attention in the day, and. 
their time it loit. In Victoria there are riral 
Board", which compete with e neb olher— kchool* 
clustered in mm spoi, maateri atarving on 
ecanty pittance!; and. to uie tbe words of the 
report, " the tinedifjrlng apectecle of Chriitians 
obtaining money far one object while they apply 
it to another." 

The report prnpoaea a new educational scheme 
for Victoria, We admire the intrepid it j of thik 
atap. It ik perfectly easy to declaim against 
what aiista ; perhaps it it not difficult for etch 
denomination to eay which it would prefer ; but 
to offer a general ache me, baaed on. com promise, 
ii more than we expected from any ehutch. 

Another attractive feature of this propoaal 
is the manner in which it is offered to tbe Vic- 
torian public. The other denominations are 
invited to discuss it* merit! , with a view to its 
amendment. It it in this ipirit only are can 
hone to obtain an adjustment, and Ws expect 
that for the most part this conciliation will not 
he in Tain. 

Thi report proposes that the p resent Boards 
shall be superseded, w* presume, for it ik not 
expressed, by an Educational Department, Iti 
powers are not Terry clearly expounded ; they are, 
however, limited by other parti of the scheme. 
It ia proposed that all tbe present schools shall 
be auppresaed ; the school properties under 
certain limitation! conveyed to a general trust ; 
those not required for educations! purpoaee to 
be sold, ssd tha proceeds applied to the general 
scheme. This would not, we presume, touch 
property conferred for ecclesiastical, but merely 
educational purposes ; and would affect chiefly 
tha ichoolhouies now under the general 
system. 

According to tha project of tbe report there 
will at first be one school in every dutiicC. The 
religious teaching given in the school will be 
decided in tha district itself by the patrons and 
parents. Other schools may be kftetwardk 
eitablished within the district to meet tin views 
of large communities, or to divide the task of 
education. Our readers will aae that the plan 
of the report so fsr resemble* a bill proposed 
by Sir Wt.jj.lah Dikisoh shortly after hit ar- 
rival. 

Ths report evidently contemplates the con- 
nexion of the schools with the municipalities. 
A sr.noc-1 rate ik suggested aa the moat sktisfac- 
tory solution of the financial difficulty. The 
management will not be local until the payment 
of the matter u chiefly derived from local re- 
sources. Perhaps there may be a probability of 
uniting hereafter the three parties concerned. 
The Government paying the stipend in part or 
whole, as the cake may be, the lock! ratepayers 
and the parent* providing the ichr»lhonse, the 
residence or the muter, and deciding tbe 
kind of religious instruction which shall 
rule, subject to eertain regulations necessary to 
guard against abuses of power. These point* 
are not, however, very clearly defined in the 
report, which is rather a picture than a woikina; 
plu. 

There is one conclusion from this report which 
cannot be svoided,— that the present Victorian 
tvitems are expenrive, delusive, and inefficient ; 
that the; waits much money, and fail for the 
purposes of their institution, while they subserve 
other purposes not avowed. The offer to sub' 
mit the question of religion to the decision 
of a majority of diatricts is, on the 
score of equity, unquaktionabla, coupled 
u it ia with the provision for large mino- 
rities. This is, no far, a reproduction 
or tht denominational idea in another form, 
and will create anew many of the anomalies it 
is intended to obviate. It will be seen that the 
report totally abandons the eoclekiutical claims, 
and the right of the clergy, aa such, to control 
the Khoali ; Indeed, they do not appear at all 
on the aurtece of the scheme. No doubt, they 
would have great influence, but in a form to 
which it ik not reaaonabla to object. They 
will influence tha schools and ths matter* 
in proportion to their social standing. Tha re- 
sort doss more than ignore the clerical element. 
It specially separata* the (nocuous of a clergy- 
man and those or a teacher. It ia asserted that 
tha general lessons of i schoolroom ere such u 
may be given to members of the Episcopal 
Church by teachers of other sects. While 
it is proposed to allow certain dog- 
matic teaching, the secular and religious 
an to be separate as to time, and facilities given 
to instruct those children whose parents objiot 
to the prevailing creed. It is suggested that in 
lonve schooli there might b*> rnaewin of nun 





This report will necessarily occasion much 
.liscuseion. The subject to wl.ich it reLtet is 
I he veied question of legislation. With some 
exceptions, much in the report detcribss 
n statu of thingi prevailing in other 
criloniej. It it quite impossible to allow educa- 
tion to continue us it ij. Either public educa. 
lion should bo elevated and expanded, or the 
task should be given up. If we mean to provide 
fur jtaupers only, the apparatus is extravsgknt ; 
if for the tin -pa} ore generally, the system and 
the outlay are both wholly inadequate. Too in- 
cress* of the annual grant will only increase » 
competition vexatious and wasteful. H each 
puly will stand up for an idtal, no ic- 
OnrninoiUtion csn he attained. All who 
pay Use* for education have a right to en]o» its 
advantages without insult or dagrsdation, but a 
small minority cannot have the power of a 
large majority. am not at all clear that the 

general revenue should provide education, or 
that its detalla should be left to central autho- 
rities, Those who psy must govern, but the 
pailies rcklty interested krt the districts them- 
selves, and we shall not gel into the right path 
until schonla are set up in ths localities where 
they are wanted by the people who want them. 
Vie have all professed to sdrucale direct 
taxation ; a school rats would he certainly the 
most popular and the moat useful of the kind. 
We shall examine this report more carefully 
hereafter. Our readers, who are most interested 
in the subject of education, will do wsll to 
weigh the scheme it attempts to sketch. With- 
out pledging ourselves cither to its principle or 
details, »e have no hesitation in pronouncing it 
one of the most fair and atrsighlforward hitherto 
ulfered to the public. 

Kuch ia the awful moment of education in 
relation to our social and political future, that 
we ahotild be prepkred to go fkr, very far, in 
accommodating difficiiltiei. While iome arc 
sensitive to morbid dread, respecting any inter- 
ference with the censciencei of tbe people, and 
others, acrupuluus to excess of compromising an 
ecclesiastical influence, thousands of children are 
losing the only hours of life when education is 
pos.ible — and entering nn the world, ignorant 
of their rights, their duties, and their destiny. 
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hardships of the Brit eUgea in ooloninitioo, 
and have engremn on their memory —often on 
their very form and constitution, the history of 
t e true working man. I»4s falie and mis- 
chievous to represent these persons as the 
snemiei of the people to whom they be- 
long—and from whom they are separated only 
by having realised the competence to which all 
aspire, ktid which it the iurs rewsrd of industry 
Unless hlighled by special misfortune. It ia not 
at all our intention to represent the " war k*w 
man" in the! popular sense, that is being alill 
such, ai noBt to represent ihe people. If highly 
intelligent— if possessing the well-earned eonB- 
denceof alarge portion of the electors, they chooss 
to maks bun their representative, why should 
ihey not! The vary Constitution, which is 
sometimes falsely called exclusive, offers nn 
obstruction to their choice. They can call from 
the smithy or ths shop board the man of their 
preference ; but let there bs no mistake. If he 
be chosen roarely because ha is a Labourer, 
an eggregions folly is done. Will he, if deficient 
in knowledge or prudence, be heard with 
respect ? Will his want of education, if appelant,

Elaasei never have been, and never will be, thoroughly 
representad rtnttl they be represented by one who hu 
foil and sunT-'TOLl with them — one who knows their 
gritvanoes and wrong*, and knows kUo how to remedy 
them. 1 contend that, howtwr desirous tht other 
elaasrs maybe to do all thsse thlnp, they have it sol 
in their power, far il i, impossible for man living in a 
different class, and never having fell what porkrty and 
hKrdship waa, fully to syinpAlhist with thews whs 
have felt them, or awn for them to bring forward 
mrasuies that will to lbs gtesteal possible eiteail 
alleviate them, so well as those who have lltamaalvbi 
suffered the wrongs, can da so. 

We hive here tha full development of an ids* 
which hu often been thrown out at elections — 
namely, that the working men form an " Order 1 
in the State; that they hkve interests distinct 
from the community ; that they have peculiar 
grievances; that they have, in ths most pro- 
minent of their own body, ths only statesmen 
tbey can trust Wore any others than them- 
selves to mark them off u an "order," they 
would resent the separation ai an insult; they 
only tolerate the idea of such distinction when 
couched in the language of adulation 

Gentlemen who ride in chariots- and repose 
on down, whole dress, appointments, and air 
ire aristocratic ; who in social Life shrink from 
all contact with the " order," yst on an election 
day talk of " the workman's rights " and profess 
to be " tbe poor man's friend." In virtue of 
these professions we have seen them at the 
head of the poll [ and borne by their 
devoted adherents on their necks. Ths carriers 
bereft of ths dignity ot mankind ; tha idol of 
the hour riding much like Bacchoi on ths 
ihouidsti of the drunken Satyrs, 

These aristocratic democrats are always In 
danger of loosing their hold on the poor man. 
Another set of candidates spring from the 
forge and the bench. Possessing a position 
between the aristocrat and the mechanic, they 
often claim to represent th* intnresW of labour 
aa distinct from tha interest of capital. 
They exhibit to the people the opulence 
they have obtained, or the learning and 
influence they bare acquired, as a victory over 
some invisible enemy to their otdar, Ssir-made 
they are roll of self-reliance, which often de- 



generates into egotism and Vanity; they fancy they 
have made great discoveries In political science, 
when repeating truisms which have, no applica- 
tion to th* realities of colonial lib. They 
claim to understand especially th* rights 
of labour and th* wants of the poor. 
Som«, indeed, of the earns original condition 
exhibit tha strongest ocntraats. They hkve 
learned by their struggles to value at their 
true pries tha privileges they were tut fated 
to enjoy, and to desire, by calm and steady 
progress, to open the path of sslf-improteaent 
to all now beneath them. 

Tbsy us not to be confounded with those 
friends ot the " order" who, Ailed with Insolence 
and pride, desire only to erect a platform of 
elevation for on*--sach tor himaair, sad to 
occupy that eminsne* alone. No tyrant it lik* 
th* keir-mad* man,— none 10 exclusive, so 
jealous, so vindictive. 

Mr. Don belongs, it sestss, to none or thus 
classes. Ha belongs to "an order" not 
yet even represented; and olaimi by 
his condition, rather than hi* attainments, 
to represent that " order," Hf ia a working 
man— h« ii candidate for a great city, bnt h» 
does not propose to represent thai city, bnt an 
order, and that order hi* own. 

Extremes meet— the language of the aris- 
tocrat bsrcnoHk the bkdg* voluntarily worn by 
the democrat. The law pronounces Mr. 
Dort a cilisarn ; il gives him certain 
rights a* a member of ths great social 
ayatam to which be belong- , it creates 
an institution intended to rsprsssnt sociaty in 
its aggregate. Be aspire* to be the member for 
Melbourne ; but, assenting that his " order" it 
the mor* important, he addresses himself to its 
numbers only— ignores all but Unix momsatary 
interests and past ion* — sod asks their rots* be. 
name he is a wvrking man. 

And are we not all working men ? It is sural y 
not the doty of any man to pro's hit right aa 
a citiun to show that he is ud has been a 
worker; bnt who is not » To say 
nothing of th* labour of th* mind, that heaviest 
kind of toil— to say nothing of the classes whose 
fathers bought by ihelrindnstry th* independence 
of their children— how large • proportion of our 
citi*»n* who am in easy circomatajicea have been 
literally and in its popular sense working mm. 
The newly- arrived emigrant, who is taught 
to sevt and distrust them, »Tsr can, in th* 
nf things, euual their toils, their 
ri rations. Th*y hsv. 

all 



It will be new to him ? less influenced hv money 
because he wants it? less likely to forsake his 
party, and betray hu trust, became his legis- 
late position is his only responsibility ? We 
dn not suspect him because k* is a workman, 
but because he is s man. There is nothing in 
his training, in his circumstances, ar his obligk- 
tions, to prevent his making bad laws and 
securing fall own personal intersst more than in 
the case of tha rich, and if purchasesble, hit 
price must be less. It is a wretched delusion to 
suppose that a man must be wiser because he 
has remained poor where many hkve become 
prosperous ; or to measure hit virtue by his 
wants. 

No doubt, in « general distrust of Oovfinment 
it ia naturil for people to look to those nearest 
to themselves for counsel and aid. The parent 
protects hie children ; tha pastor, his lock ; 
Thus while sympathy is fresh and active the 
" workman," meaning a man acluklly at work, 
may beat undantauid the wants, the boons or 
rain of those who work with him ; but how 
long, in (he nature of things, can this feeling 
last when he hu become a etatstmen 1 Ws 
venture to say tbe Isut permanent sympsthy 
and enlightened regard for humble labour would 
be found to exist itnong those nearest to it by 
origin, and farthest from it by upira- 
tlon. Who ia so hard a master 
sa is the workman aometini** * — who 
looks with such jealousy on minute rights 
as men who have been accustomed to deal in 
Uttles ? We know that there is boundless sym- 
pathy in th* heart of th* workman,— hie gene- 
rosity to his fellow men in distress is more and 
nobler than mere patriotism. We should hats ths 
system which would hinder his viae to tha highest 
place, — or debar his children from any career 
of usefulneas and honour, — but It Li impossible 
for working men to bs represented u such 
without degrading them. Their interests form 
a part of a great social system, which most bs 
dealt with at a whole, All who pretend to re- 
present tbsm mock them — often they rob 
than too. Mr. Dun's political system mky bs 
learned from one item. He propous to mskn 
all unsold land commorioys— that ia, anybody's— 
nobody's. Would this be any use to th* woik- 
nun of th* colony ; would it cheapen their meat, 
or increase the demand for their labour? Of 
courts nn on* in his tenses could agree to a 
proposition which would give the greatest 
■quitters their land for nothing, under pre- 
tence of destroying their monopoly, and would 
maks tbe territory a mere barren heath for 
many generations. Thsss men forget that the 
said commons ge is aa large aa Europe, and that 
to exclude capitalists is to restore it to the blacks 
and kangaroos.

HVILS OF INTEMPETIA^CE. 
Ar a meeting of the Alliance for the Suppression of 
Tntempensnce, held in the theatre of the School of 
Arta, a lecture was delivered by the 3lev. Dr Fuller. 

Ion, of which _lhe folluwing wsa the suhatance : 

That the evils of intemperance have increased to an 
alarming ertent is evidi nt from the agitation which 
haa been camed on to arrest

It b on thii socoutit highly gre.tif»i, n g to 
ertiry fiiend of humanity to Jtnow that an sldiance^ia 
bean formed for the suppression of intemperance, and 
that, while many arc too careless or too indolooi to 
ttunkof thi* matter, there are some resolved to use 
erery effort to item Ihe torrent of Intemperance, and 
tofiaethe community from its present drgradsti »n 
Andieateem it a privilege to co-operai. with this ne-bl» 



and when this cannot bo done, he employs aJeohol 
to ooubtenOt thv Washing of lua Uoapel, 
and to degrade men. by depriving them of the us* of 
those rational tVnsUiaa whicb fit them for the service 
snd communion uf Ood. U it not remarkable that in- 
temperance prevails in the dominions of Great Britain 
and In the United States of America to a much greater 
extent than in any other part ol ihe world ; and yet the 
inhabitants of these oonntries enjoy the highest degree 
of religious freedom, and have made the greatest and 
oinst aueeeisful off jrts lo riiomote a knowledge of the 
W Htd of tied among men. But our drinking customs 
enslave men, and sountersot tho gospel at home, and 
prevent the heathen from receiving it abroad, la it 
reasonable to c-vpeot heathens lo renounce superstition 
snd idolatry snd receive the doctrines nf the Thrietisn 
ri-ligion. when they see Christianity associated with 
drunkenness and profligacy ? Tt may easily be proved 
by the history at missions that the intemperance of 
soma who call themselves Christians has done much to 
prejudice the heathen against the Christian religitn, 

it. Intemperance- not only unfits man for religion, 
but umiiialifles him for ereeyduty. From the days of 
Koah till the present hour, the iiamtHlurace use of wine 
haa been injur Lucca tu the rational and physical faculties 
of itivn. Intemperance para1yti.-.H all his powers. The 
Divine judjriuent is written as with a brand no the fane 
of the druuksrd, and his whole conatitutinn becomes 
weakened and shattered : yet, aunh ia the influence of 
the intoxicating cup, that nothing can Induce him to 
giv« it up. tie it enelavbd by habit, anil tempted to 
scoh" at dea^h, eternity, and jtnlirinCLit. He may feel 
null admit that Im emperence has brought disease on 
himself, destitution on his family, and Isd him into 
crime, wretchedness, and mlserv : but nothing can in- 
duce bint to abstain From tho into* [eating beverage : 
yet we aru assured that the drunkard shall not in- 
herit eternal life 1 and when the prophet Isaiah was 
instructed to rebuke the intemperance of Israel be 
aaid, \lToa auto them that rise up c^rly in the morn- 
ing, that they may follow strong drink, that continue 
until night till wine inflame them. 1 ' "Therefore hell 
hath enlarged hemelf, and opened her moutb without 
measure.: and I heir glory, and their multitude, and 
their pomp, and he that rejniceth. shall descend into 
it.' 1 May it not well he ssid that this Scripture is 
fulfilled si this time. It has been aaaerued, and, I 
believe, without contradiction, that in fireat Hiiiain 
alone uu,ofiu drunkards die in snob year. May nut 
hetl, therefore, be said tu eu targe herself when so 
many dmnkar ds are yearly cast into her. Our popu- 
lation in this colony is small, but the number of 
dt-allts produced by En temperance ia comparstivcly 
very large. 

3. Tho great tendency o* intemperunce to lead men 
into criminal conduct baa been fully' established by 
the testimony of the most competent witnesses. It ts 
generally asserted that four-fifths of the criminal 
actione by which civilised society is disturbed are pro- 
duced either directly or indirectly by intemperance, 
The reason of this ia ubvioua | Intemperance destroys 
the mcml faculties and eic.itc.-s men to strife and ani- 
mosity, and renders them, so lung as tbey are under 
its influence, reckless and daring. 

I. The evils of intempeeance arc apparent. We 
arc told that it was customary with the ancient 
Greek* to make a slave drink, till be became drunk, 
to leach their children the evils of intemperance. It 
ia much to be lamented that nothing nf this kind is 
necessary with ua. We have too many esses of 
drunkenness. Drunkards are to be seen in erery part 
of _ the colony, and the grand object at 
which we should all aim is the suppression of 
drunk --on csa. Some aav this maybe ettlctently done 
by the moderate use of'intoricating drinks. Borne, I 
admil, mny_ use wine moderately : but in the preeent 
State of society throughout the British empire, I believe 

that abstinence is necossary to refoitu dmnksrds, and 
10 save men flora the evils of intemperance, Alcohol 
is apniitHi, and the only proper use of poisons is me- 
dicinal. Hen in the enjoyment nf health do hot require 
the daily use of poison. Its use will be injurious 
rather than beneficial. But alcohol U also a powerful 
■tinmlent. The daily use of stimulants lessens their 
paver on the constitution ; and therefore an increase 
in the quantity is required ta produce a certain degree 
of exciterjumt- M any who drank st first only a small 
quantity, and who intended to continue moderate 
drinkers, have for this reaion been led inti habits of 
intemperance : and all the present army of drunkards 
considered themselves at one lime moderate drinkers 
and temperate men, but their moderate drinking has 
ended in druakennau. Abstinence is also necessary 
to deliver most men from the snares held cut by our 
present drinking ctisiomj. Some can take a little and 
■top : but the history of intemperance shows that then 
eje great numbers who cannot drink, even in small 
quantities, without becoming intemperate. 1 am fully 
oonvinced that abstinence will be the most enVctiui 
means of reforming those who are drunkaeds and of 
keeping temperate those who. are sober. Many thou- 
asndi have been reclaimed by abstinence, and absti- 
nence hu lived many from becoming intemperate; 
hut lie dsity use of wine and strong drink, aa an or- 
dinary beverage, has orodueed a whole host cf drunk- 
ards -deprived ihomaiuls or families of ell domcatie 
peart- and comfort-titled our gio', .nd asylums with 
the criminal and destitute, and filled the land wiih 
misery, suffering, and woe. 

We allocate abstinence as Ihe most eUc-cliial means 
of promoting temperance ; but let it not he laid, on 
that account, that we wish to substitute temperance far 
hf temprrance without religion, but 



leligion. TheTc 
then- cannot be.. -. 
He that gives his 
alt things. But many lire 

hope in this world, and are kept alienated from Him by 
intemperate hihitt, and tbeto can neither serve nor 
please Ool till they become temper.te.. He the prac- 
tice- nf .hftmence the icf trm.tiun of these would be 
gmstly promoted, and the money which ia now tin- 
necvasarily sp-nl on i-itniic.liog drinks might bo pro- 
Btably expended to promoti education anil lo provide 
thecoiofins and ndt-eiaiu-ies of life. Abstinence we 
hold to beerprdieni. bot not imperative. Out Lord 
Imua Christ drank uflne. and did not forbid hi-i fol- 
lowers to do«>, flit ths rbildtea olJonadib were 
™™ e J God when they obeyed the command of 
then father, who, to save them' from intemperance, 
reouired them to abstain from wine and strong drink. 
And the Apostle p, 0 ] bin ileclaii-,1. " It is grjud 
neither to est (huh, nor In ilitnk wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother storflhlcili, oris offended, or L> 
marls weak." W, ^p,, that in the present tute of 
aocieiy it is good for thn temperate lo abatBin. It will 
beheTieflciii to themselves, srul greatly siitiat them in 
their erTorti hi reform the intemperate ; but Christ has 
proscribed no law on the subject, and cacli member of 
His Church msy freely judge foi himself.

prise of the east-ocas L settlers, who sb. re not ever, in 
the temporary benefit, arising from the infiiii of bqr- 
ro wed money )~art indefinitely mortgaged to pay off 
tbe annual intercut, and to create- i linking .fund for 
the redemption of the principal. Those luan. have 
been effected oa i wrong principle, and their expendi- 
ture is baaed on a principle equally vicious. They 
have not been negotiated for the good nf the 
whole Province ; their expenditure is not regulated 
by the principle of locil aeir-gnvemmont : nay, tbit 
quirter of the province contributing the most to tho 
revenue receives bask the least from, the 
money for the loan cf which it haa to pay 
But Wellington ULty is now profiting no 
more than Auckland Oily profited from the large loins 
raised by its eloquent, educated, and prophetic Uo. 
Ternmeitt, though at two per cent, higher interest than 
tha loam railed for Wellington. Trade is dull ; witeh 
and waid has to be kept on the unpolled labour : 
coasting vessels ire subjected— by the ultra demoeietic 
Government, mark '.— to the annoyance and insult of 
being overhauled to sen that they do not apirit awtT 
the freely-iuvported labour lo the Nelson diggings'; 
snd a bill, or regulation, has been enacted to keep this 
imported -labour ai ssrvilely-bound to tho soil of 
Wellington m ever the mhcripti .jfeoat of the Noruuin 
baioni were bound to their feudal lords— that ia to 
says, 'the three F.Y are tmdeavnuvfng to play the 
part of antipodean Canute., and to any to the Province 
ufNelion. 'Thus far aurging nitty some the wave of 
intelligence that gold has been found in Massacre Bay, 
but here ehall that dread wave be staved, and no 
labour .hall be washed iway by iu retiring tide lo thy 
sutifrmua shores.'
